apartment and hotel 
blocks at Brewery 
Square. 

But planning officials 
and developers say that 
the county town, like oth¬ 
ers, will have to get used 
to taller buildings if it 
wants to support jobs and 
economic development. 

Like other towns across 
the country, the size and 
scale of buildings is in¬ 
creasing as developers 
try and make the most 
economical use of exist¬ 
ing building sites within 
towns - protecting the 
countryside and limiting 
out of town develop¬ 
ments. 

West Dorset develop¬ 
ment and planning com¬ 
mittee chairman Ian 
Gardner, points out that 
local councillors often 
have their hands tied by 
policies which dictate the 
scale and size of develop¬ 
ment. 

“People often seem to 
think we can, effectively, 
redesign schemes but the 
reality is that, while we 
can sometimes negotiate 


some changes, we usu¬ 
ally have to make a deci¬ 
sion on what is presented 
to us.” 

He accepts that it is in¬ 
evitable that bigger, and 
taller, projects will be put 
forward as developers at¬ 
tempt to get best value 
for money in difficult 
economic times. 


“We do have a finite 
supply of land and we are 
going to continue to need 
land for farming, recre¬ 
ation and wildlife. If we 
don’t want to take away 
unnecessarily from the 
countryside we will have 
to accept bigger build¬ 
ings on brownfield 
sites.” 


At the Culliford Road 
bridge property, to be 
called Signal and Bridge 
House, Magna is devel¬ 
oping 26 apartments for 
“affordable” rent and 20 
new build homes for 
sale. All of the homes are 
either one or two-bed.

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IT was a chance glance at a website advertise¬ 
ment that led Ros Fry into a whole new career 
when she was least expecting it. 

As Dorset Area Volunteer Manager for Cancer 
Research UK, Ros is currently responsible for 
looking after volunteers throughout the 
county and encouraging people to fundraise 
in whatever ways they can to help beat cancer. 

With a background in Arts Marketing and 
Communications, Ros has found that her skills 
are very relevant to the work she now does for 
Cancer Research UK. 

Ros is 52 and lives in Bridport with husband 
Chris, sons Matthew and Dominic, and Jack 
Russell terrier Lettie. 


■ HOW did you end up getting the job? 

Well, strangely enough I wasn’t really looking for a new 
job. I had never worked in a charity before. I’d worked 
all my life in the cultural sector, for museums and arts 
venues. Like a lot of people my friend got cancer and 
I’d been affected by that, so I was looking for informa¬ 
tion. The job just scrolled past me on a website and I 
thought, ‘Yeah, I could do that’, so I applied. 

■ HOW has an arts background been of benefit to 
you in this job? 

Working in the cultural sector was a lot about working 
with people, working out what motivates them and how 
to get the best out of them. That is exactly the same with 
the work I now do. People in the arts world are very 
passionate about what they do, so they will go the extra 
mile. They will work hard, not because they get good 
incomes, but because they are passionate. The same is 
true of fundraisers at Cancer Research UK. Also, the 
colleagues I work with are incredibly passionate and 
motivated people. It’s quite a change, a different world, 
but many of the things are the same. 

■ WHAT kind of fundraising events have been 
going on in Dorset recently? 

Well, some fundraisers are in groups that do regular 
events. There are 30 groups in Dorset that I regularly 
work with, so they may do the same things at certain 
times of the year. For instance, the Bridport group have 
a ‘Famous Curry Lunch’ every February, or they might 
do coffee mornings, or Bingo or Beetle drives as regular 
events. Then there are individual fundraisers who de¬ 
cide to do something as a challenge like cycling from 
John O’Groats to Lands End. I had a young man re¬ 



cently who got sponsored to shave off his dreadlocks. 


■ HOW can people get involved with raising 
money for Cancer Research UK? 

The best thing to do is look at the website www.cancer- 
researchuk.org and you can get a pamphlet that contains 
lots of ideas. Then I ring you up and help make it happen. 
Do something that you enjoy doing anyway and raise 
money from it. It’s fine if it’s only a small amount. If lots 
of people donate small amounts it adds up to making a 
huge difference. If you do just one meal this year where 
you ask friends to dress up and come to dinner and pay 
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you money you could raise £100, and if everybody did 
that then it would be brilliant. Sponsored walks are al¬ 
ways very successful, there’s one in Bournemouth and 
Poole every year that raises a lot. Also, the ‘Race for 
Life’ events are really popular and you get fit at the same 
time, there are races in Sherborne and Dorchester com¬ 
ing up this year. Fundraising Gala’s and Balls are good 
too as well as things that don’t cost too much to organise 
but are fun to do. 

■ WHAT other interests do you have outside of 
work? 

I play the ukulele, I play real tennis, I enjoy swimming 
and walking my dog Lettie, and I go to a book group 
which has been running for some time. It’s with a group 
of friends and we meet once a month. I like to read a lot. 

■ WHAT three good reads would you recommend 
this year? 

For Christmas I asked for three great books. One is called 
‘Vertigo’ by Winfried Sebald; it’s a kind of philosophical 
travelogue. Then there’s ‘The Emperor of all Maladies’ 
by Siddhartha Mukherjee which is basically a biography 
of cancer. My other choice is a book by Simon Garfield 
called ‘What’s My Type?’, which is all about fonts and 
typefaces. A lot of my work in the past has been about 
marketing and communications and the big challenge for 
Cancer Research UK is how do you communicate sci¬ 
ence and that’s why I asked for that book.

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Mayor worse off in budget review 


Town councillors consider savings which could affect the arts and gardens

TOWN councillors in 
Dorchester are being 
asked to consider a raft 
of savings which could 
affect the arts, gardens 
and mayor’s budget. 

The authority, which 
has an annual expendi¬ 
ture of more than 
£1.5million, is under 


pressure, as other local 
authorities, to make sav¬ 
ings in the light of cuts to 
Government budgets and 
a refusal to allow above 
inflation council tax in¬ 


creases. 

Nothing is being ruled 
out of the review at the 
council’s North Square 
headquarters including 
support to the Dorchester 


Festival and the Mayor’s 
personal budget for en¬ 
tertainment and hospital¬ 
ity. 

A report from Town 
Clerk Dennis Holmes 
said the council’s biggest 
item of expenditure, staff 
costs, is expected to top 
£600,000 by the end of

the increasingly tall buildings is Ted Childs from Mell- 
stock Avenue whose ire is directed at the Culliford Road 
building, close to his home. 

“While I understand the logic behind this six storey 
building and the need to house people in homes they can 
afford the impact as you come along the road is quite ap¬ 
palling,” said Mr Childs. 

He also feels for those whose homes on the lower floors 
will be right next to the railway. 

“Those in the lower apartments will have first-hand sce¬ 
nic views of the railway and the wonderful arches of the 
bridge. 

“I know that we need some affordable and social hous¬ 
ing but surely common sense would not put these apart¬ 
ments in this place...maybe some people will be happy 
to live in them, but it’s still a blot on the landscape.” 

Mr Childs is also unhappy about the effect the block 
will have on houses immediately behind the building. 

“They are being totally dwarfed and overlooked by this 
development,” he said. 

Dorchester Liberal Democrat Councillor Stella Jones is 
a member of the district council’s planning committee 


which approved the Culliford Road site along with other 
developments at Brewery Square. 

“The Magna building does fit in with the scale of the 
other developments on the former brewery site. You sim¬ 
ply have to make best use of the land available and this 
is a very good use for the site.. .people didn’t like the hos¬ 
pital when it was built, people were saying it was too big, 
but now it is accepted,” she said. 

Magna Housing Association director, David Alwinckle, 
said: “The significance of the Brewery development, 
which includes Signal & Bridge House, and its many ben¬ 
efits for Dorchester and West Dorset are well known and 
recognised. 

“The delivery of 26 affordable houses for rent and 20 
shared ownership properties is one of the many outcomes 
that will contribute to the sustainability of the local com¬ 
munity. 

“Regenerating a previously derelict and brownfield site 
in the town has been praised by not only Dorchester Town 
Council, but also by Colin Molton, the executive director 
for the south and south west of the Homes & Communi¬ 
ties Agency, who visited the site in November.” 

The properties are due for completion in December 
2012 .” 


Police report success 
for 101 phone number 

DORSET Police say the new non-emergency 101 phone 
number is proving a big success. 

The county, together with its neighbouring forces in 
the south west region, started using the 101 non-emer¬ 
gency number in September 2011. 

From October to December 2011, the Dorset force re¬ 
ceived 17,917 non-emergency calls from the public on 
the 101 number. 

Chief Superintendent Colin Searle, Communications 
and Contact Services Commander, said: "Now that the 
101 non-emergency number has been rolled out na¬ 
tionwide, it should make contacting the police more 
straight forward for the public because, wherever you 
are in the country, you just need to call 101. 

"As ever, in an emergency where life is in danger or a 
crime is in progress, you should always dial 999." 

Police advice is that people should call 101 to report 
less urgent crime and disorder or to speak to local offi¬ 
cers. 




THE WINDOW 
REPAIR MAN 


If your old PVCu or 
Aluminium windows and 
doors need attention... 
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the financial year. 

But accounts submitted 
to the authority this week 
suggests that so far the 
council treasurer may 
have paid out £20,000 
less than anticipated. 

The majority of the out¬ 
goings are on wages and 
associated staff costs al¬ 
though the accounts 
show payments during 
the year of £21,267 for 
play equipment, around 
£5,000 in repairs and to¬ 
wards the cost of a 
pedestrian sweeper and 
just over £1,000 towards 
the cost of the town’s 
Christmas lights. 

Savings being looked at 
for the year ahead in¬ 
clude cutting members 
allowances which could 
save £20,000, withdraw¬ 
ing support from twin¬ 
ning activities and the 
heritage committee, 
which together could ac¬ 


count for more than 
£7,000 and reducing the 
training budget by 
£ 8 , 000 . 

Other smaller amounts 
being looked at include 
discontinuing the 

mayor’s Christmas cards 
(£450), stopping the 
Mayor’s end of year 
party (£1,100) and end¬ 
ing hospitality at the time 
of mayor-making 

(£1,500). 

Further savings are 
being looked at from 
providing hanging bas¬ 
kets around the town, re¬ 
ducing the frequency of 
sweeping the Walks and 
reducing the frequency 
of mowing amenity 
areas. 

From the council’s arts 
budget savings to be 
looked at include ending 
the council’s series of 
live music events in the 
Borough Gardens and 


Maumbury Rings which 
could save £8,000 and 
reducing support for the 
Dorchester Festival 
(£2,750) and for Dorch¬ 
ester Arts (£8,000). 

Increased income from 
the municipal buildings 
is also being investigated 
along with support for 
events like the town’s 
carnival, Armed Forces 
Day and the Christmas 
Cracker. 

Financial papers rec¬ 
ommend that the council 
keeps more than 
£280,000 in financial re¬ 
serves and balances to 
help deal with unex¬ 


pected short-term prob¬ 
lems and to plan for fu¬ 
ture known expenditure - 
such as building repairs 
and replacing items 
which come to the end of 
their working life. 

Included in this budget 
is more than £40,000 for 
parks equipment and an 
additional £60,000 for 
replacement play equip¬ 
ment along with £21,000 
for cemetery repairs and 
£35,000 for cemetery 
buildings. 

A final decision on 
where the council will 
make any savings is not 
expected until March.

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Warning over bogus tradesmen 


BOGUS tradesman could be target¬ 
ing West Dorset’s vulnerable home- 
owners, fear the county’s authorities. 

Homeowners are warned not to be 
tricked into having maintenance 
work done by opportunist tradesmen 
looking to cash in on recent bad 
weather. 

West Dorset became a prime target 
for dishonest workmen after storms 
battered properties across the 
county, said Dorset Police and 
Dorset County Council (DCC) Trad¬ 
ing Standards officers. 

It is believed the high winds the 
county experienced could prompt 
dishonest workmen to try and per¬ 
suade householders they need urgent 
repair work done to property or on 
their land. 

Such approaches may be false or 
an attempt to offer repair work, often 
poorly done, at hugely inflated 
prices, said a DCC spokesman. 

Trading standards officers are ad¬ 
vising the public not to sign up to 
any work on the doorstep, no matter 
how urgent the caller says the work 
is. 

Homeowners are asked to pass on 
the details of any doorstep workman 
who approach them. 

Ivan Hancock, Trading Standards 
Service Manager at DCC, said: “We 
hope that most tradesmen will be 
honest and not exploit the situation, 
but there is always a risk that some 
might see this as an opportunity. 

“We ask that people be vigilant and 
not feel forced or coaxed into doing 
work that is unnecessary or costly as 
well as keeping an eye out for any 
elderly or vulnerable neighbours.” 

Residents who need work carried 
out are advised to find a Trading 


Standards approved trader they can 
trust at www.buywithconfidence. 
gov.uk 

Alternatively you can call Con¬ 
sumer Direct for a local list on 08454 
04 05 06 or ask a neighbour, friend 
or relative to look up an approved 
trader. 

Officers would also advise people 
to get more than one quote, prefer¬ 
ably three, so they know they are 
being quoted a fair price. 

Any tradesmen calling at the door 
must give a written seven-day ‘cool¬ 


ing off’ period to give people time to 
think about the offer. 

Work should not start before the 
end of the cooling off period unless 
the resident gives specific written 
agreement. 

Anyone who is approached on the 
doorstep by workmen offering such 
work is asked to make a note of any 
vehicle details, take a description of 
the workmen, if possible, and contact 
the police on the non-emergency 101 
number. If the caller persists, then 
call 999.

Dorchester is a Category B Remand Prison with 
an operational capacity of 260.

Cancer patient helps create special women's unit

A NEW dedicated area for female patients is being cre¬ 
ated at Dorset County Hospital - as the result of a phone 
call from retired teacher Gill Harler, from Weymouth. 

During her time spent in the hospital she noticed that 
gynaecology and female cancer inpatients were being 
cared for in various wards throughout the hospital and 
thought they might benefit by staying on a ward together 
so they could share their experiences. 

A telephone call to hospital chief executive Jean O’- 
Callaghan led to discussions with staff and within months 
Ilchester Ward had been reconfigured and a separate area 
for female patients set up with dedicated bays and bath¬ 
rooms, and single rooms with en suite facilities. 

Mrs Harler said: “When I was diagnosed with ovarian 
cancer, I wanted something good to come out of some¬ 
thing bad. I saw that gynaecology and cancer patients 
were dotted around the hospital and didn’t feel that was 
right. Women can offer each other so much support if they 
are treated together. 

“I’m so grateful that I was listened to and that something 
has been done. The area that has been created is lovely, 
and very spacious, I’m really pleased. Women coming in 
for gynaecology or cancer surgery can now be reassured 
that they will be cared for in a dedicated area where they 
can get understanding and support from other women 
going through the same as them.” 

Matron for Surgery and Critical Care Miles Tompkins 
said: “It has been shown that it enhances recovery if pa¬ 
tients can share their experiences and support each other. 
If space allows in the future we hope to create a day room 
on the unit so women can talk together in a more relaxed 
environment.” 

Chief Executive Jean O’Callaghan said: “This shows 
just how important patient feedback can be and I hope re¬ 
assures people that it is always worth contacting us with 
their thoughts and feelings about how they and their loved 
ones have been treated. 

“We always listen and where it is possible to improve 
care and facilities we will.”

Dorset County Hospital is facing up to a 
future of continuing budget cuts and a 
growing elderly population. 

The 435-bed Dorchester hospital, which 
serves more than 215,000 people, has set 
out its vision and strategy for the next 
three years. 

The document, which sets out aims and 
aspirations, rather than specific details, 
promises that the County Hospital NHS 
Foundation Trust is committed to contin¬ 
uously improving the care it provides and 
exceeding patients’ expectations. 

But the document also warns of £20bil- 
lion of NHS cuts nationally and a growing 
elderly population, especially in West 
Dorset where more than a quarter of the 
population is retired and ages for both 
men and women are above the national 
average. 

Other big changes are on the way - in¬ 
cluding the way that services are commis¬ 
sioned and paid for, with a closer link to 
standards which are achieved, and feed¬ 
back from patients. 

The report states: “Demand for patient 
services is likely to increase as a result of 
an ageing population and a prevalence of 
long-term conditions. Where it is appro¬ 
priate, safe and affordable, the trust aims 
to maintain its services, either in hospital 
or the community, to provide the best pos¬ 
sible access to local residents.” 

The report says that changes to the com¬ 
missioning process will mean the hospital 
having to become more efficient as it 
competes with private providers. 

Staff will be expected to meet a series of 
values which include - 

• Treating patients as individuals at all 
times. 

• Showing compassion, kindness and 
respect.

• Ensuring privacy and dignity of all 
patients. 

• Listening and communicating hon¬ 
estly and clearly with colleagues, patients, 
families and carers. 

• Acting professionally with a high de¬ 
gree of integrity. 

• Taking personal and collective re¬ 
sponsibility for the issues and helping to 
find solutions. 

• Working as part of a team, not just in 
a ward or department, but across the 
whole hospital.

“It’s like a roadmap of where we are try¬ 
ing to get to and a framework for how we 
are going to get there to meet our vision 
of delivering compassionate and safe 
care.” 

Chief Executive Jean O’Callaghan 
added: “We would not have got to this 
point if it wasn’t for everyone’s involve¬ 


ment, including our governors who have 
been involved in putting together this 
strategy since the beginning. It truly has 
been a team effort. 

“What we needed was something to give 
us a direction to head in and this marks the 
start of an annual process of improving 


our strategy and focussing on being really 
good at what we do so our patients receive 
the very best care possible. They are the 
reason we are all here.”

HIGH-SPEED OLYMPIC LEGACY 


THE 2012 Olympic Games will 
bring superfast broadband to 
Weymouth and Portland, giving 
thousands access to high-speed 
internet connections during the 
international sailing events. 

Having originally only earmarked 
Portland for the Olympic upgrade, BT 
announced in September that Wey¬ 
mouth was one of 114 communities 
chosen in the latest phase of its £2.5 
billion fibre-optic, superfast broad¬ 
band roll-out - promising to deliver it 
in time for the Games. 

Almost 20,000 homes and businesses 
in Weymouth are now expected to 
benefit from the 40 mega bit per sec¬ 
ond download speeds, and a further 
5,400 on Portland, as well as over 500 
athletes and officials during the sailing. 

The cable for this superfast broad¬ 
band in Portland will remain in place 
after the Olympics. However, the con¬ 
nection will only be kept if businesses 
prove there is a need. 

The Dorset Digital Taskforce, set up 
by Dorset Chamber of Commerce to 
lobby and negotiate with internet 
service providers to improve broad¬ 
band speeds across the county, has 
been working on a campaign to keep 


the connection in Portland after the 
Olympics. 

However, chairman Dr Monica See¬ 
ley, is concerned that businesses are 
not showing enough interest because 
they don't know what a difference su¬ 
perfast broadband will make. 

She said: "To keep the connection 
working, Dorset will have to put up a 
good case. If we don't have a plan, the 
cable will just lay there un-used. 

"It will not happen without local 
businesses driving up the demand 
and, at the moment, that is not hap¬ 
pening. I think this is because busi¬ 
nesses can't see what superfast 
broadband can do for them. What we 
need to do is start help¬ 
ing our users un¬ 
derstand what 
they could do 
if they had su¬ 
perfast broad¬ 
band."

DORCHESTER has 
also been lucky 
enough to be named 
as one of BT's 114 
towns to get super¬ 
fast broadband by 
the end of 2012. 

Phil Gordon, project di¬ 
rector of Dorchester 
Business Improvement 
District, has welcomed 
the news but empha¬ 
sised how important fast 
broadband is for busi¬ 
nesses across the whole 
of the county. 

He said: "High speed 
broadband is essential 
to nearly all businesses 
these days, and it is a key 
consideration of people 
considering moving to 
the area - ask any estate 
agent. If we want to at¬ 
tract more new busi¬ 
nesses, and therefore 
more jobs, to Dorchester 
then we have to have a 
good business infra¬ 
structure and support 
networks as well as the 
other more natural at¬ 
tractions of living in one 
of the most beautiful

areas in the UK. 

"It was not that many 
years ago when we 
somehow managed to 
use the internet with 
slow dial-up modems, 
but the way technology 
has raced forward many 
of the most recent inno¬ 
vations, such as low- 
cost, high-performance 
video conferencing, sim¬ 
ply will not work reliably 
enough with slow 
broadband. 

"This is putting Dorset 
businesses at a disad¬ 
vantage when they are 
competing with compa¬ 
nies in fast broadband 
areas as clients need reg¬ 
ular face to face meet¬ 
ings either in person or 
via a video conference. 

"More and more shops 
in town are realising the 
importance of having a 
web offering with online 
ordering to supplement 
their high street pres¬ 
ence and this too in¬ 
creases the importance 


of having a fast connec¬ 
tion." 

Lyme Regis town coun¬ 
cilor Lucy Campbell, 
who manages commu¬ 
nity learning centre Ly- 
meNet, has also spoken 
of the importance of su¬ 
perfast broadband to 
businesses. 

She said that a higher 
speed would be "really 
helpful" to LymeNet as 
both staff and clients 
solely rely on using the 
internet. 

"Particularly in rural 
areas it is really impor¬ 


tant, as there are more 
businesses working 
from home," she added. 

In Bridport, Jon Stow, 
speaking on behalf of 
Bridport Chamber of 
Commerce, added: "I 
would certainly agree 
that every business 
should benefit from at 
least 2 mega bits per 
second so this is a good 
general target to aim for 
as a minimum speed for 
downloads. 

"Any improvements in 
the communications 
structure will ultimately 



benefit everyone. In my 
opinion, a reliable con¬ 
nection is more impor¬ 
tant than a fast 
connection."

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WORKING TOWARDS SUPERFAST CONNECTIONS: 
THE FACTS AND FIGURES 


SO what about the rest of Dorset? Across the 
county there is a call for an improved inter¬ 
net connection and in rural areas the need 
is desperate. Research carried out on behalf 
of Dorset County Council showed that some 
premises in West and North Dorset were still 
only able to get a 1990s-style dial-up con¬ 
nection. 

West Dorset proved to be the area worst affected by 
poor connections, with almost 38 per cent of properties 
working below the desired speed of at least 2 mega bits 
per second (Mbps). 

The Department of Culture, Media and Sport has 
now invested £530 million into bringing the whole of 
the UK up to the speed of at least 2Mbps by 2015, with 
£9.44 million of this being allocated to Dorset. Al¬ 
though this target is below the national average speed 
of 4.1 Mbps, the government has said it strikes a balance 
between the desire for ever-faster broadband and the 
costs implied in providing it. 

To receive the grant, Dorset must match-fund the 
£9.44 million, with West Dorset District Council offering 
£1.3 million toward this and Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council, on top of their Olympic improve¬ 
ments, putting in over £153,000. 

In its Local Broadband Plan - submitted to Broad¬ 
band Delivery UK as part of the funding application - 
Dorset County Council has been particularly ambitious, 
aiming to deliver speeds of 30Mbps across the county 
by 2020. 

The Dorset Digital Taskforce is currently working with 
the county council to win its share of the funding and 
achieve its target. Dr Seeley has pointed out, however, 
that if it does receive the grant, the council will then 
have to go to a shortlist of internet providers and con¬ 
vince them why they should come to Dorset. To help 
fight Dorset's case, local communities are now being 
asked to express interest and prove there is a need for 
improved broadband speeds across the county. 

In Lyme Regis, the town council has created a survey 
and is asking all local businesses and individuals who

ALTHOUGH Dorset 
County Council's main 
aim is to provide speeds 
of 30Mbps by 2020, it 
has recognised that de¬ 
livering this superfast 
connection to some 
more rural areas will be 
"very difficult" to 
achieve in the short 
term. 

In these communities, 
the national target of 
2Mbps will be followed, 
with hopes of improving 
the speed further in the 
future. This is expected to 
affect up to five 
per cent of 
properties 
in Dorset. 

These 
rural com¬ 
munities 
are known 
as the Final 
Third - the last 30 per cent 
of the UK where market 
failure is predicted for su¬ 
perfast broadband. 

The map above shows 
the areas in Dorset which 
receive less than 2Mbps 
(marked in red), against 
the areas which recieve 
2Mbps or more - most of 
the main towns (marked 
in green). Areas that re¬ 
cieve less that 2Mbps are 
known as "slow-spots". Al¬ 
though slow, most places 
across Dorset do have 
some kind of connection - 
but there still are a few 
areas that cannot receive 
any kind of broadband at 
all. 

These areas are de¬ 
scribed as"not-spots"and

Planners to reassess Hardy 
monument's car park status

ONE of Dorset’s highest car 
parks is to be looked at by local 
planners. 

The owner of the landmark 
Hardy’s Monument site, on 
Blagdon Hill, is applying for a 
certificate which legitimises 
the use of the site as a car park. 

Andrew Duke is asking West 
Dorset planners to grant a cer¬ 
tificate of lawfulness claiming 
that the land has been used as 
a car park for many years and 
should continue to be used for 
parking cars. 

The former gravel pit site ad¬ 
joins the monument to Vice 
Admiral Thomas Masterman 
Hardy who was bom in Porte- 
sham and was famous for his 
role in the Battle of Trafalgar. 

The monument itself is 
owned by the National Trust 
but the car park is owned by 
the Duke family. 

Mr Duke caused controversy 
some years ago when he 
erected gates to stop access to 
the site following an invasion 


of travellers in the area. 

Since then the car park has 
often been closed, forcing vis¬ 
itors to park in passing places 
in the narrow lane or down the 
hill. 

In his application to the dis¬ 
trict council Mr Duke produces 
a series of documents and pho¬ 
tographs which show the use of 
the land as a car park dating 
back to at least the 1960s. 

Amongst the items are an 
aerial photograph taken from a 
helicopter in 1964 showing an 
ice cream van and several cars 
parked on the land. 

Other evidence includes let¬ 
ters relating to the placing of a 
beacon on the site and others 
discussing the fact that the sur¬ 
rounding land is a Site of Spe¬ 
cial Scientific Interest. 

West Dorset planners will 
discuss the application at their 
Febmary meeting. 

People have until February 
3rd to submit comments on the 
application.

Homework: what parents need to know 


SCHOOLS are encour¬ 
aged to plan homework 
carefully alongside work 
that children do at 
school, and to ensure 
that all activities are ap¬ 
propriate for individual 
children. Here are some 
guidelines to give you 
an idea of how much 
time your child should 
be spending on home¬ 
work, and how you can 
help them. 

Homework guide¬ 
lines for primary and 
secondary schools 
The emphasis is on 
how homework helps 
your child to learn, 
rather than on whether 
it takes a certain amount 
of time. 

For example, some 
children will work 
quicker than others and 
get more done in less 
time. The rough guide¬ 
lines for primary school 


children are: 

Years 1 and 2: one hour 
per week, Years 3 and 4: 
1.5 hours per week, 
Years 5 and 6: 30 min¬ 
utes per day, The guide¬ 
lines for secondary 
school children are: 

Years 7 and 8:45 to 90 
minutes per day, Year 9: 
one to two hours per 
day, Years 10 and 11:1.5 
to 2.5 hours per day 
Your child shouldn't be 
expected to spend 
much longer on home¬ 
work than the guide 
times. It doesn't matter if 
activities don't take as 
long as the guide times 
as long as they are use¬ 
ful. Schools should or¬ 
ganise homework 
carefully so that children 
aren't asked to do too 
much on any one day. 
Homework activities 
All homework activi¬ 
ties should be related to

Time and space for a full education 
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work that children are 
doing at school. How¬ 
ever, homework should 
not always be written 
work. For younger chil¬ 
dren it will largely be: 
reading with parents or 
carers, informal games 
to practice mathemati¬ 
cal skills.

activities may include: 
reading, preparing a 
presentation to the class, 
finding out information, 
making something, try¬ 
ing out a simple scien¬ 
tific experiment, or

It doesn't matter if ac¬ 
tivities don't take as long 
as the guide times as 
long as they are useful. 

Helping your child 
with homework 
Schools are happy for 
you to support and help 
your child with their 
homework. However, 
they will also want to see 
what your child can do 
on their own. As they 
get older, it is particu¬ 
larly important for your 
child to become more 
independent in their 


learning. Your child is 
likely to get more out of 
an activity if you get in¬ 
volved, as long as you 
don't take over too 
much. If you're unsure 
about what your role 
should be, you should 
discuss it with your 
child's school. 
Feedback on your 
child's homework 
Schools are expected 
to make sure children 
are given feedback on 
their homework. It 
should be given in a 
way that lets your child 


know how well they 
have done and how 
they could do better. 
This may not always 
happen through writ¬ 
ten comments from the 
teacher. Sometimes 
work will be discussed 
in lessons or teachers 
may give written com¬ 
ments on just one or 
two aspects of a piece 
of work. If you're con¬ 
cerned about the feed¬ 
back given to your 
child you should dis¬ 
cuss this with the 
school.

my grandmother, 
with ownership of half her mind - 
the other half having flown back to Bohemia - 

spread newspapers over the porch floor 
so, she said, the garden ants could crawl beneath, 
as under a blanket, and keep warm, 

and what shall I wish for, for myself, 
but, being so struck by the lightning of years, 
to be like her with what is left, that loving. 

HOWWOULD YOU LIVE THEN? 

What if a hundred rose-breasted grosbeaks 
flew in circles around your head? What if 
the mockingbird came into the house with you and 
became your advisor? What if 
the bees filled your walls with honey and all 
you needed to do was ask them and they would fill 
the bowl? What if the brook slid downhill just 
past your bedroom window so you could listen 
to its slow prayers as you fell asleep? What if 
the stars began to shout their names, or to run 
this way and that way above the clouds? What if 
you painted a picture of a tree, and the leaves 
began to rustle, and a bird cheerfully sang 
from its painted branches? What if you suddenly 
saw 

that the silver of water was brighter than the silver 
of money? What if you finally saw 
that the sunflowers, turning toward the sun all day 
and every day - who knows how, but they do it 
- were more precious, more meaningful than gold?

Safe young drivers 
must be rewarded 

THE 1AM (Institute of Advanced Motorists) is calling on the gov¬ 
ernment to work with insurers to offer discounts on premiums for 
young drivers who take further driver training, ahead of theTrans- 
port Select Committee's report on the cost of motor insurance, 
published tomorrow. The 1AM also wants to see a review of the 
driving test, to ensure that it is fit for purpose. 

The committee of MPs has been investigating the high cost of 
motor insurance. Premiums have risen significantly over the last 
few years and this is having a big impact on young drivers. 

The average car insurance premium for young males aged 17- 
22 is £2,977, more than three times the average premium of £907. 
For young females the average premium is almost twice as much 
as the average at £1,682. The figure for females will rise further in 
December when new gender equality laws come into effect. 

A survey commissioned for the committee found that 21 per 
cent of young drivers had considered driving without insurance^, 
and nearly a third (30 per cent) have considered altering the infor¬ 
mation they provide to insurance firms in order to secure a lower 
quote. 

A recent 1AM survey of2,000 novice young drivers*2 found that 
only half reported positively on feeling fully prepared for driving 
on their own.There is a real need to ensure that young drivers are 
fully prepared for driving on their own, with reasonable insurance 
premiums to discourage them from breaking the law by driving 
uninsured. 

Seventy four per cent of novice drivers said that they would defi¬ 
nitely take further training if it saved them money on their car in¬ 
surance. The driving test needs to be reviewed, and a system of 
post test training, linked to cheaper insurance, introduced. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said:"The simplest way to reduce 
insurance premiums is to prevent accidents.This is especially true 
for young male drivers who are most at risk of being involved in 
an accident. We need to start rewarding good drivers by encour¬ 
aging further driver training through cheaper insurance. 

"Pass Plus no longer provides a respected or effective training 
offering. The government, insurance and road safety industries 
need to work closely together to develop a better, universally 
recognised option - a partnership which the 1AM is keen to be a 
part of'

and Jem (Mark Jermyn) laid the founda¬ 
tions and I've just tinkered with it a little. 

"We've added a couple of new players, 
but there's a fantastic team spirit between 
the boys and even though we haven't got 
a large squad, the players have managed 
to cope despite changes to the team in re¬ 
cent weeks because of injuries and illness." 

Reflecting on the Eastbourne victory he 
added: "Eastbourne is not an easy place to 
go and so it was a good victory. It was a 
tight affair until the first goal.
